The  discussion  on  the  financial  condition 
of  the  country,  which  \\\c  Joutal  do  Com- 

ntrrtio  is  very  properly  forcing  upon  public 
attention,  must  necessarily  be  very  unsatis- 
factory as  long  as  no  statement  is  made  by 
the  government  as  to  the  actual  state  of  the 
treasury.  The  assertions  ami  generalizations 
of  the  minister  of  finance  will  not  do.  The 
country  is  entitled  to  an  honest  and  explicit 
report,  and  the  congress  now  assembled  is 
authorized  In  demand  it.  The  provisional 
government  has  all  along  claimed  to  repre- 
sent the  will  of  the  people,  and  yet  when  it 
is  asked  for  an  account  of  its  doings  it  gives 
no  answer  whatever.  It  is  full  time  that  the 
country  should  take  the  advice  of  the  Jornal 
into  serious  consideration  ;  il  should  see  to 
ii  that  the  extravagance  of  this  ministry 
does  not  plunge  it  into  a  disastrous  hank* 
ruptcy.  With  all  the  guarantees,  new  obli- 
gations, new  offices,  increased  salaries,  and 
other  new  expenditures  of  the  past  year,  it 
is  clearly  evident  that  lite  expenses  of  the 
government  will  very  largely  exceed  the  ran- 
dom figures  given  by  the  minister  of  finance 
on  the  161I1,  from  which  it  may  be  inferred 
that  the  deficit  for  this  first  year  of  so-called 
republican  rule  will  be  unprecedentedly 
large.  As  there  was  no  occasion  whatever 
for  this  increase  in  expenditure,  and  as  it 
was  the  manifest  duly  of  the  provisional 
government  to  restrict  its  action  to  mere 
routine  work  until  the  new  government 
should  be  legally  constituted,  this  feverish 
haste  to  incur  new  obligations  and  to  spend 
the  public  revenue  can  not  fail  to  create  a 
bad  impression.  Congress,  the  press  and 
the  people  are  all  equally  interested  in  know- 
ing just  bow  matters  stand,  and  we  trust  the 
discussion  will  be  forced  to  a  point  where 
the  real  facts  will  be  developed.  If  the 
tendency  is  to  waste  the  public  revenue,  then 
one  of  the  very  first  acts  of  congress  should 
be  to  adopt  the  most  stringent  restrictions, 
and  one  of  these  should  be  against  the  grant 
of  guarantees  and  subventions. 


It  ought  to  be  apparent  to  even  the  most 
indifferent  that  something;  must  he  done  at 
once  to  check  the  steadily  increasing  dis- 
orders and  aggressions  of  the  armed  forces. 
If  the  military  officers  were  as  patriotic  and 
public-spirited  as  they  pretend  to  be,  they 
would  not  wait,  one  moment  for  a  BUg- 
i  gestion  of  this  character,  but  would  at  once 
:  bestir  themselves  to  wipe  out  this  stain 
;  on  the  reputation  of  their  profession.  But 
I  they  are  neither  patriotic  nor  public-spirited; 
1  they  are  simply  clannish  and  self-seeking, 
:  ambitious  fur  selfish  interests,  insensible  to 
:  civil  rights  and  interests,  aggressive  where 
opposition  is  impossible,  and  inexplicably 
blind  to  the  disastrous  results  which  must 
follow  such  a  policy,  If  they  carry  out  the 
scheme  now  entertained  by  not  a  few — that 
of  declaring  a  dictatorship— they  will  ruin 
their  credit  abroad  and  multiply  their  dif- 
ficulties at  home.  Still  further,  it  will  just 
as  surely  precipitate  disunion,  and  possibly- 
civil  war,  as  it  will  destroy  the  confidence 
in  their  good  intentions  which  was  won 
during  the  first  months  after  the  revolution. 
This  world  is  very  largely  governed  by  law 
and  civil  process,  and  men  do  not  look 
with  favor  upon  military  dictatorships. 
And  where  they  find  a  military  force  so 
disorderly  and  undisciplined  as  that  which 
is  now  quartered  in  this  capital,  they  arc 
very  certain  to  believe  that  tbe  organization 
of  a  peaceful  ami  progressive  government 
will  be  an  impossibility.  We  have  already 
referred  to  the  attack  upon  an  opposition 
paper  by  military  men,  and  the  evident 
intention  of  the  government  to  protect  the 
criminals  against  punishment;  we  have 
reported  the  scores  of  conflicts  and  assaults 
in  the  public  streets  in  which  soldiers  were 
the  aggressors  ;  we  have  condemned  the 
suicidal  resolution  of  the  government  to 
forbid  police  interference  in  these  disorders; 
we  have  recorded  many  of  the  highway 
robberies  and  burglaries  which  soldiers  were 
accused  of  committing — but  still  the  ter- 
rible record  continues.  Were  there  any 
true  pride  in  their  profession,  any  sense  of 
the  infinite  dishonor  resulting,  the  men  who 
are  responsible  for  all  this  would  have  it 
immediately  checked.  We  now  have  to 
record  a  disreputable  conflict  in  a  theatre 
between  cadets  and  officers,  a  bloody  con- 
flict between  police  and  soldiers  in  the  city 
of  Bahia,  and  a  most  shameful  and  savage 
attack  on  the  operatives  of  a  cotton  factory 
situated  only  a  few  miles  from  this  citv, 
In  the  latter  case  even  the  women  were 
assaulted,  and  the  poor  people  have  been 
compelled  to  suspend  work  for  lack  of  pro- 
tection. If  the  army  considers  itself  res- 
ponsible for  the  republic,  it  ought  then 
to  feel  doubly  responsible  for  ihe  pre- 
servation of  order  and  the  protection  of 
life  and  property — neither  of  which  can  be 
affirmed  at  this  moment.

FEDERAL   AND  STATE   FINANCES. 

Uttfoi'ltmalely  there  lias  noi  been  much  li^lit  cast 
upon  this  important  qneslion  now  ventilated  in 
Congress.  What  must  impresses  us  is  the  want  of 
positive  ami  recent  data,  mil  only  as  regards  the 
treasury,  hut  also  the  slates.  It  appears  to  us  that 
the  duly  of  the  government  was  10  have  furnished 
congress  with  some  special  examination  nf  the  sub- 
ject, In  place  ol  ihts,  however,  we  cannot  even 
Use  our  arguments  upon  the  budget  ol  1SS0. 

On  the  day  before  yesterday  the  minuter  of 
finance  struggled  with  the  1SS8  figures,  when  ii  is 
well  known  that  the  revenue  lias  recently  shown  a 
marked  increase. 

Upon  the  other  hand,  His  Ex.,  even  in  esti- 
mating the  expenses  at  200,. mo, 000$,  and  ofTerillg 
Hie  apology  of  the  provisional  government  because 
it  mty  increased  the  expenses  by  25,(100,000$  per 
annum,  did  not  take  into  account  the  most  serious 
engagements  which  the  republic  has  been  assum- 
ing through  interest  guarantees.  We  slate  this 
because,  from  a  careful  calculation  we  have  made 
of  new  roads  (railways)  upon  whose  capital  of 
30,000$  per  kilometre  the  government  guarantees 
0  per  cent,  per  annum,  we  find  nearly  20,000  kilo- 
metres, or  a  capital  of  600,000,000$,  involving  an 
annual  responsibility  for  ibe  slate  of  24,000,000$. 
(An  evident  lapsus  pemtte.  The  Jornal  corrected 
to  36,000,000$  the  following  day. —Eds.  Neva.)

such  onaroui  (avow,  become  realities. 

Whence  is  thi*  money  to  come  ?  If  the  minister 
of  finance  admits  that  the  deficit  at  present  rendu** 
63,000,000$,  and  if  »hortly  we  are  to  have  these 
additional  expenses  of  25,000,000$  to  30,000, 000$, 
where  ilo  the  exaggerated  federalists  propose  that 
money  be'souDiht  for  to  support  the  credit  of  the 
Brazilian  family,  if  they  wish  to  cut  off  the  principal 
sources  of  its  revenue  ? 

In  our  opinion,  we  repeat,  the  question  of  dls- 
cHmiiiAling  revenue  .must  be  treated  upon  (he  ex- 
amination of  lull  data  as  to  the  present  state  of  the 
Treasury  and  ol  the  stales,  which  have  not,  how- 
ever, been  supplied  to  the  public. 

This,  nevertheless,  clous  not  nic.iti  that  tin-  dis- 
cuision  of  the  first  chapter  of  the  Constitution 
should  be  unnecessarily  extended. 

Home  of  the  representatives  have  advocated  for 
the  slates  the  right  of  decreeing  taxes,  as  i(  the 
project  forbade  the  imposition  of  many  and  varied 
tributes.  Art,  8,  on  the  contrary,  does  not  pro- 
hibit the  imposing  of  other  taxes,  save  those  of 
Art.  6. 

What  is  necessary  is  to  secure  to  the  Brazilian 
people  the  right  ot  amending  their  Constitution 
without  serious  embarrassments.  It  must  be  con- 
fessed that  little  liifht  has  been  afforded  us  by  the 
discussion  in  congress — the  matter  must  tie  ac. 
copied,  as  is  desired  by  the  govern incut,  to  he  ;ii 
once  again  discussed  under  the  constitutional  regi- 
men and  in  view  of  the  statistical  data  now  Lick- 
big  us. 

In  the  meantime  it  is  immediately  urgent  that 
tiic  government  puts  an  end  to  interest  guarantees 
and  lo  every  kind  of  extravagance. 

We  do  not  accept  entirely  the  explanation  ol  the 
minister  nf  ft  nance  as  regards  tin-  increase  of  ex- 
pense, which  we  do  not  consider  justifiable  in  its 
proportion,  to  which  lie  referred,  tit'  25,000,000$  in 
one  year  only;  it  is  requisite  tli.it  nil  lira/iltan- 
who  cherish  the  good  name  i>t  their  eouniiy  shall 
combat  with  firmness  all  and  every  further  use  of 
stale  endorsement. 

We  appeal  to  the  chief  of  the  government  l>> 
take  the  strictest  of  precauiions  to  check  the  dissi- 
pation of  national  finances  which  will  inlallibly  fol- 
low this  final  policy,  if  it  lie  persisted  in, 

The  Union  slwuhi  nol  have  the  right  to  grant  in. 
lerest  guarantees,  and  as  we  are  imitating  the 
United  Slates  in  so  many  things  discordant  with 
our  feelings  and  character,  lei  us  imitate  iliv  great 
Union  at  least  on  this  point  -that  it  nevei  gave  an 
interest  guarantee,  and  up  to  10-day  has  mnely  ;is- 
sisted  the  building  ol  the  Pacific  railway,  mid  tins 
during  the  civil  war  and  for  a  high  political  purpose. 

On  the  Ifjlh  the  Jorttal  publishes  another  aittcle 
on  the  same  subject  from  which  we  may  extinct  tin 
following : 

"Notwithstanding  our  eftorts  we  are  im!  able  to 
Inbulale  any  exact  and  complete  list  of  the  kiloine- 
tric  extension  of  the  railways.  As  our  readers  are 
aware,  what  is  granted  by  llic  goveiniiientsinceihe 
second  administration  of  Sr.  A.  I'rado,  is  a  guai- 
nntee  of  6  per  cent,  upon  the  capital  employed  in 
a  given  road,  which  from  a  point  A  will  terminate 
at  a  point  B,  in  ihe  proportion  of  30,000$  per  kil- 
ometre.

Therefore,  the  ab- 
surdity of  graining  guarantees  upon  ilus  system  h 
amply  proven  by  the  fact  that  our  government  it- 
self does  nol  know  for  how  much  it  lias  become 
responsible.  .  .  ."

—  Rio  Grande  papers  complain  that  they  cannot 
get  telegraphic  news  of  what  is  occurring  in  this 
city.  The  news  of  the  attack  on  the  Ttibuna 
olftce  dul  not  reach  ihem  till  several  days  after  (he 
occurrence,  ami  even  then  the  details  furnished 
wcie  very  meagre.

—The  governor  of  Para  telegraphs  that  he  has 
received  encouraging  news  from  the  Guiana  coio- 
nies.  A  new  colony  had  been  established  on  fertile 
uplands  at  iS  miles  distance  from  the  colony  pre- 
viously established,  Lands  had  been  surveyed 
and  eolTec- planting  commenced.  The  sanitary  state 
of  the  expedition  was  good. 

—Some  days  ago,  in  Santos,  an  Italian  named 
Paolo  Mazessa  went  lo  a  police  officer  and,  on  the 
ground  that  his  life  was  threatened,  asked  lb  be 
taken  into  custody.  This  being  done,  Paolo, 
availing  himself  ol  an  opportunity  to  gel  hold  of  a 
sabre  belonging  to  ihe  pohce,  inflicted  on  himself 
therewith  a  mortal  wound  of  which  he  expired  in 
half  an  hour. 

—The  "national  union1'  party  of  Rio  Grande  do 
Sul,  which  refrained  from  taking  part  in  the  con- 
gressional elections,  has  decided  lo  take  part  in  the 
coming  state  elections,  whatever  may  be  the  pres- 
sure used  by  the  government  lo  prevent  a  free 
vote.  Its  platform  will  bc  liberty  of  conscience, 
respect  for  idigious  marriage,  and  self  government 
for  the  state. 

—  How  useful  the  telegraph  is  to  us  is  illustrated 
by  the  following  incident,  which  occurred  a  few 
days  since.  Messrs.  H.  S.  Carmo  &  Co.,  of  Santos, 
telegraphed  to  their  correspondents  in  this  city  lo 
purchase  for  them  3,000  shares  of  the  Banco  Brazil 
e  Norte. America.  The  telegram,  which  was  handed 
10  the  telegraph  operator  at  Santos  at  8  a.m.,  only 
reached  their  correspondents  in  this  city  at  4  p.m. 
The  delay  caused  Messrs.  Carmo  &  Co.,  a  loss  of 
!5,ooo$ooo,  the  shares  having  risen  in  the  interval. 

—  Rio  Grande  papers  continue  serious  comments 
in  regard  to  the  manner  in  which  the  immigration 
service  is  conducted.  They  say  that  the  steamer 
PLineta  carried  1,300,  although  it  had  accommoda- 
tions for  only  500,  and  lhat  on  lite  voyage  So 
children  died.  They  add  thai  no  preparations 
whatever  were  made  to  receive  these  immigrants, 
and  not  a  single  immigration  officer  visited  the 
steamer  on  which  they  arrived.  Fortunately,  how- 
ever,  they  received  food  and  shelter  from  the  man- 
agement of  the  Misericordia  hospital. 

—In  Hahia,  on  the  iStli,  the  arrest  of  a  soldier 
of  the  9th  battalion  gave  rise  to  a  fight  between  the 
police  and  soldiers  of  the  5th  and  gth  battalions. 
Fourteen  policemen  and  six  soldiers  of  the  5th 
battalion  were  wounded.  The  fighting  commenced 
at  S  o'clock  p.m.,  and  continued  till  11.  A  police. 
station  was  stoned  by  the  soldiers,  nnd  had  to  be 
closed.  The  soldiers  refused  to  obey  their  officers. 
To  prevent  further  conflicts,  a  part  of  the  16th 
battalion  of  infantry  has  been  detailed  for  police 
I  duty.

—An  R??0ci0WS  murder  was  committed  in  Silo 
Pnulo  on  the   igth.     The  mistress   of  an  Italian 
printer  hnd  left  him  and  sought  the  protection  of  a  I 
tailor  of  tile  same  nationality.     The   printer  went 
to  the  tailor's  shop,  where  the  woman    was  at  i\  . 
sewing  machine  and  the  man  ironing,  and  stabbed  | 
the  woman  to  the  heart,  killing  her  instantly.      He 
then  fired  four  shots  at  the  tailor,  three  of  which 
struck  the  victim  in  the  head.     The  assassin  again  : 
slabbed  the  woman  to   ensure  her  death  and  made 
his  escape.     The   wounded  tailor  is  not  expected  : 
to  live,  but  was   able   to  describe  the  assassin  and  i 
gave  his  name  to  the  police, 

—On  ,the  14th  a  soldier  belonging  to  the  detach-  j 
menl  on  duty  at  the  government  powder  factory  at  j 
Estrella,  quarrelled  with  some  employes  of  the  Pan 
Grande  cotton  factory,  and,  after  wounding  three 
persons,  one  of  them  severely,  was  arrested.  To 
avenge  his  arrest  a  party  of  soldiers  went  to  the 
factory  at  9:30  p.m.,  broke  into  several  houses, 
brutally  attacking  even  the  ladies,  who  fled  in  terror 
from  their  homes,  pursued  by  their  assailants.  The 
latter  finally  gave  up  the  pursuit  and  withdrew. 
The  affair  caused  intense  indignation.  It  remains 
to  be  added  that  the  officer  in  command  at  the 
powder  factory  was  advised  of  the  intended  attack, 
but  did  nothing  to  prevent  it,  ami  that  the  opera- 
tives have  since  struck  work  for  lack  of  protection. 
Such  a  state  ot  affairs  can  have  only  one  characteri- 
zation.

—At  a  meeting  held  on  the  131I1  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Paulista  company  decided  lo  ac- 
cept the  terms  proposed  by  the  English  company 
for  the  sale  of  the  Santos  and  Jundiahy  line  at  the 
price  of  70,000,000$.  If  the  fusion  with  the  Mo- 
gyana  company  is  effected,  this  sum  will  be  paid 
in  5%  debentures.  If,  however,  there  should  be 
110  fusion,  the  payment  will  be  made  half  in  money 
and  half  in  $%  debentures.  As  a  guarantee  for  the 
fulfillment  of  Us  obligations,  llie  Paulista  company 
will  deposit  3,000,000$  in  one  of  the  Sao  Paulo 
banks.  To  facilitate  this  transaction  an  effort  was 
made  to  induce  the  government  to  guarantee  in- 
terest on  the  capital  of  ^7,000,000  at  which  the 
road  is  valued  ;  that  is,  on  .£4,400,000  in  addition 
to  the  sum  of  _£ 2,600,000  on  which  interest  is  now 
guaranteed.  It  is  said,  however,  thai  this  effort 
has  been  fruitless,  the  government  declining  to  ac- 
cede lo  the  proposed  arrangement.

—Gold  was  quoted  at  316  in  Buenos  Aires  on 
Saturday,  and  161.59  in  Montevideo, 

— The  immigrant  arrivals  at  Buenos  Aires  last 
month  numbered  10,066,  and  departures  4,860. 

— The  grantee  of  a  concession  fur  an  ocean  cable 
to  Europe,  Sr.  Bieckert,  has  deposited  a  guarantee 
of  $100,000  iii  the  Banco  Nacional  at  Buenos  Aires. 

—  It  is  ridiculous  to  see  River  Plate  countries 
blowing  their  horns  over  a  wheat  crop.  Here  [n 
Rio,  we  import  our  wheal  crops  and  turn  them  into 
flour— national  industry— without  any  horn-blowing 
at  all. 

Gen    Ortega,    who   had    been    arrested  by  the

What 
funny  people  the  Argentines  are;  in  the  Unbed 
States  there  would  have  been  a  vacancy  in  the 
Senate  almost  immediately. 

— A  telegram  published  yesterday  reports  a 
disastrous  inundation  at  Cordoba,  caused  by  the 
IrtirSiirig  of  a  dam,  which  caused  great  destruction 
in  the  city  and  a  loss  of  about  a  hundred  lives.

—Tlit;  Montevideo  Times  of  the  nth  inst.  calls 
attention  to  the  barbarous  punishments  still 
inflicted  in  the  Uruguayan  army  by  relating  that 
four  men  in  the  artillery  barracks  llie  preceding 
week  bad  received  3.300  lashes  each  for  some  tri- 
tbng  breach  o!  discipline.

— Sr,  Bernadclli,  chief  joss-man  111  the  temple  or 
arts,  has  been  authorized  to  import  professors  of 
arclireology  and  architecture.  We  presume  these 
professors  will  come  under  the  tariff  classification 
of  "wild  animals,"  and  pay  a  heavy  duty. 

—The  government  has  resolved,  after  mature 
consideration,  to  dispense  with  rhetoric  and  phi- 
losophy in  the  entrance  examinations  to  the  law 
schools.  It  is  probably  thought  that  pouring  nine 
into  a  full  glass  is  a  waste  of  raw  material.
